(Bulletin.) 


Pittsburg, Nov. 28.—Two hundred 


miners are entombed in a shaft of the 
Pittsburg-Buffalo 
Coal 
company 


mines, 21 miles hack of Mongahafa 
City. Their fate is unknown. An ex- 
plosion of unknown origin occurred in 
the pit about noon today and wrecked 
the timbers leading down the deep 
shaft to the bottom. 


It is impossible at this hour to get 


the mine cage down into the shaft, 
and rescuers are baffled. The only pos- 
sible way of reaching the victims is 
through the air shaft or working shaft 
of other mines. 


Rescuers have s'tarted at points of 


ingress but they have a long distancs 
to go to reach the wrecked portion. 
They probably will have a hard fight 
to get through the wrecked area. 


John H. Jones, president 
of the 


Pittsburg-Buffalo Coal company this 
afternoon stated that he had received 
a report from the Marina mine to the 
effect that an 
explosion 
had 
oc- 


curred. At .present fce said it was im- 


_ possible to state 
.whether 
it 
was 


'caused, by" gas- or powder.-" Almost the 
entire force of men, were in the mine 
at the time of the explosion, but he 
did not know the full extent of the i 
casualties. 


The force of the explosion blew the 


heavy iron cages carrying the men 
from the surface over a hundred feet 
from the mouth of the shaft. Two on 
the cage at the tjme were killed. 


There is little hope 'for the en- 


tombed men as the fan.house is de- 
molished and the deadly gasses have 
no check. 
Some officials believe it 


will be necessary to dig through 800 
solid feet of"coal from shaft No. 3 be- 
fore they can 
reach 
shaft No. 2, 


where the explosion occurred. 


Smoke is issuing from the shaft and 


it is believed 
the 
inifte is on fire. 


Despite, the statements of officials it 
is believed between 250 and 300 men 
are practically doomed. The exact 
number will probably not be known 
for several days.

Gran.

Head, Proves Most 


Interesting. 


Gran ville, O.. Nov. 27—Tho classic and 


scientific atmosphere of Granvlllo 
was 


even mora pronounced than usual 
us a 


hundred scientists, more or less, from all 
parts of Ohio and even beyond, gathered 
Friday morning, afternoon and evening 
and Saturday forenoon, in the annual ses- 
sion or tho Ohio Academy of Science, as 
guests of tho Scientific Department of 
Denison university. 
There were com- 


prised in the program 52 reports from spe- 
cialists along the line of their Investiga- 
tions, these reports, which deserved an 
hour apiece, being confined usually, to 10 
minutes, seven minutes, six, five and even 
three minutes. Many of them were too 
technical for a layman's grasp. For ex- 
ample, the subject "Mitosis in Opalina". 
would leave the most ot us uncertaia 
whether it was a disease or a new va- 
riety of canned goods; and Professor 
Schaffner s topic, "Is Synizesis an Arti- 
fac.t?" seems to us as hopeless a question 
as "How old is Ann?" Yet there were a 
surprising number of discussions of great 
general interest, such as that opened by 
Professor Lazenby of O. S. U., on "Injury 
to Trees by the Season's Drouth," in 
which it was brought out that the prin- 
cipal danger is to be feared in the after- 
effects of the drouth during next year, 
especially if abundant moisture and am- 
ple snow-covering do not come until after 
hard freezing temperature. Mr. J. War- 
ren Smith, director of the "Weather Bu- 
reau at Columbus, stated that the drouth 
of 190S was the most severe in 75 years. 


Dr. G. E. Coghill of Denison gave a 


most interesting and easily understand- 
able account or his experiment in keeping 
in captivity and yet under normal condi- 
tions a family of opossums, the first suc- 
cessful instance of the Kind. The address 
of Professor J. Warren Smith on "Re-' 
cent Evaporation Investigations,'" thougn 
technical was of general Interest, and 
the reports and discussions of Professor 
Bruce Fink of Miami 
on. lichens and 


other botanical subjects 
were valuable. 


The discussion of "The Coals of the Mo- 
nongahela Formation," by State Geolo- 
gist J. A. Bownocker was an important 
one, as was Director J. Warren Smith's 
brief paper on the subject of "The Rela- 
tion of Rain Fall to 'Crop Yield," which 
he has made a specialty.

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Methods Followed by the "Electoral College In Choosing the § 


Chief Executive and Vice President—Development 


of a System That Has Been the Center of 


Various Momentous Disagreements. 


T

HAT things are not always what 


they seem is very well exempli- 
fied by the manner In which tbe 
Americnn people elect their 


president and vice president. 
If you 


were to tefl the average experienced 
voter that he has never legally and 
technically voted for eitber a presi- 
dent oc a vice president he would 
probably class you with tbe people 
who still believe the earth is flat like 
a pancake. 


The fact that a candidate for the 


presidency Is named at a national con- 
vention and tbat bis name is placed at 
tbe top of the ballot ou election day 
has no relation whatever to tbe con- 
stitutional provisions regulating the 
mode of choosing a president. 
The 


name of the president or vice presi- 
dent would be left off tbe ballot if tbe 
actual intention of tbe framers of the 
constitution were followed, and in 
spite of the "unwritten law" wbicb 
bas developed tbe placing of the na- 
tional candidates' names on tbe ballot 
it is in an actual legal sense done only 
as a guide lo tbe voter to indicate in 
a simple and effective manner what 
set of members of tbe electoral col- 
lege be is to vote for. 


The electoral college, composed of 


prominent partisans termed electors 
and wbose names appear on ballots in 
national elections, bas become a sort 
of fifth wbeel, a useless appendix, in 


TJnlon. After election the electors on 
the winning ticket are required to 
meet at some place designated by tbe 
legislature of tbe state on tbe second 
Monday in January and tben and there 
'•nst their vote by ballot for president 
and vice president, one of wbich na- 
tional candidates at least sball not be 
a resident of tbe same state as the 
electors themselves. As a, result tbere 
never will be a national ticket made 
up of two men from tbe same state, 
for tbe electoral vote of the candidates' 
state would" be lost to them. At the 
appointed time and place eacb body of 
electors makes up a list of all tbe can- 
didates its members have for presi- 
dent and vice president, witb tbe num- 
ber of votes eacb receives. Every mem- 
ber of the college signs and certifies 
tbe list, tbe governor of the state certi- 
fies it, and tbe report is transmitted to 
tbe president of the United States sen- 
ate. Botb houses of congress assemble 
in tbe chamber of the lower house on 
the second Wednesday of February. 
The electoral votes are then counted, 
arid tbe president of the senate then 
announces the result' If any person 
has.received a majority of all tbe votes 
cast fo" president be is announced to 
»3 elected president, and a candidate 
for vice president must also receive a 
majority of all votes cast for tbat of- 
fice to be elected. 


Should a tie occur in the electoral 


vote tbe bouse of representatives 


•nown in tae latter eray mode of elect 
Ing the vice president. In the first 
national electlous held the man re- 
ceiving the largest number of votes in 
the electoral college became presldqnt, 
while the man who got the second lar- 
gest number of votes became vice pres- 
ident regardless of party. Thus iu the 
early da.rs of our country we had a 
president from one party and a vice 
president from another. That system 
was terminated, however, at the open- 
ing of the last century, and today 
there is but the remotest possibility 
that the vice president will be of a 
different party than the president. 


There is one phase of the electoral 


system that has been attracting con- 
siderable attention of late. That is the 
inequitable degree of representation 
had by various states in the electoral 
college. Some states have far greater 
proportionate representation than oth- 
ers in respect to population. Thus the 
citizens of those states so favored have 
a larger voice in the choosing of a 
president and vice president than the 
voters of less fortunate states. For in- 
stance, seventeen states can be group- 
ed having a total popular vote of prac- 
tically the same as that of New York, 
yet the electoral votes of these seven- 
teen states are almost twice those of 
New York in number. Nevada, with a 
popular vote of 12,000 in 1904, has 
three electoral votes, or one to about 
every- 4,000 Aroters. Indiana, with a 
popular vote of 682,000 in 1904, has 
only fifteen electoral votes, or one to 
every 45,400 voters. New York is an- 
other unfortunate state in this respect, 
having one ..electoral vote to every 
41,400 voters. 


Adopted after a prolonged and 5m- 


bittered dispute in the famous consti- 
tutional convention of 1787 in Philadel- 
phia, the electoral college system has 
since its inception been the center of 
various 
momentous 
disagreements. 


When. Washington was first elected to 
the presidency the legislatures of New 
York and New Hampshire were torn 
by dissensions which reached so far 
that no electors were chosen, and 
Washington consequently did not re- 
ceive any votes from either of these 
states. At the second election, how- 
ever, Washington received the unani- 
mous vote of all the electors. 


Notable Historical Episode. 


At the second election Jefferson and 


Burr appeared as candidates, Ken- 
tucky giving the former four votes and 
South Carolina giving the latter one. 
At the third election they appeared 
again and this time much more promi- 
nently, Jefferson receiving 68 votes 
and Burr 30. John Adams, with a vote 
of 71, just one over the requisite ma- 
jority, carried off the presidency, and 
Jefferson became vice president. North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania and Virginia 
each gave Adams one vote, giving Jef- 
ferson the. rest, and these three scat- 
tering votes made Adams president. 


At the fourth election Jefferson and 


Burr appeared again, and the vote in 
the, electoral colleges was a tie, 73 
each, which led to the famous election 


__ 
by the house, an episode occupying a

prominent place in American History. 


In 1825 there -was another election 


by the house. For president Andrew 
Jackson had 99 electoral votes, John

When a tie occurs for vice president 


it is the senate that has the privilege 
of deciding the question. 
. Votes Cast at State Capitals. 
The successful electors of each state 


invariably meet at tbeir capital to 
cast their votes. Three copies of the 
result are made, oue beiug mailed to 
the president of the senate (vice presi- 
dent), the second beiug dispatched to 
Washington by a trusted messenger, 
and the third as a precautionary meas- 
ure is deposited in care of the fed- 
eral judge of the circuit in which the 
electors meet. The copies received by 
the president of the senate are pre- 
served in a specially constructed safe 
and additionally protected by an elab- 
orate system of burglar alarms. When 
the president of the senate receives 
the scahxi envelopes from the messen- 
gers containing the certified votes he 
delivers to them a receipt couched in 
the following guarded and noncom- 
mittal terms:

ford 41 and Henryt Clay 37, and, nei- 
ther candidate having a majority, it 
devolved upon the house to choose 
president from the three highest. The 
election came off on Feb. 9, 1825, and 
on the first ballot Adams was elected— 
for Adams, 13 states; for Jackson, 7; 
for Crawford, 4. In this election Clay 
threw his vote to Adams, who in turn 
made him secretary of state, and the 
resultant cry of bargain and sale ruin- 
ed the great Kentuckian's presiden- 
tial prospects. 


A Celebrated Controversy. 


The celebrated Samuel J. Tilden-Ruth- 


erford B. Hayes controversy occurred 
in 1876. A violent partisan dispute 
arose over the electoral votes of Flori- 
da, Louisiana, Oregon and South Caro- 
lina. The entire matter was referred 
by congress to an electoral commis- 
sion composed of eight Republicans 
and seven Democrats. 
As a result 


by a strict party vote 1S5 electoral 
votes were awarded to Hayes and 184 
to Tilden. Some of the supporters of 
Mr. Tilden became so aroused over 
the decision that they openly talked 
of "taking Tilden to Washington and 
seating him anyhow," and threats of 
bringing about a civil war were bruit- 
ed about. 


The ablest men of the newly born 


United SUitcs founded the electoral 
college, choosing a system that was 
but one of a dozen advanced for the 
purpose of deciding the presidency 
and vice presidency. 
To Alexander 


Hamilton is given most of the credit 
for bringing about the adoption of the 
system as originally created by the 
constitution. 


Hamilton devoted the paper known 


as the "LXVIII "Federalist" to the 
subject of the presidential election, 
and in it he urged many forcible rea- 
sons showing the advantage of sub- 
mitting the choice to an iadc]>cndent 
bixly of men.

index to the prosperity of the farms 
of Licking county. 


The city of Newark now derive 


from the stands on the public market 
only the modest sum of about $9UO 
per year, but the farmers who offer 
their products for sale on this market 
receive annually from their patrons in 
the city approximately 1175,000 
per 


year. This includes only the produce 
offered for sale on market days, and 
the estimate is made from a careful 
examination of the 
market-master's 


report. It does not include the other 
vast sums realized by the farmers of 
the county from direct sales of their 
products to dealers. The total of such 
sales including those of 
the 
public 


market, would mount far 
into 
the 


hundreds of thousands of dollars n- 
: nually, and it must be remembered 
that this great agriculture prosperity 
has only been possible here since 
Newark became a metropolitan city. 


It should also be borne in 
mind 


that 
the present extent of farm in- 


dustry could not exist in the county 
•without the manufacturing and busi- 
ness industries now flourishing in 
Xewark. The farm products sold on 
the public market are almost wholly 
perishable and would have great dif- 
ficulty in finding a market in the ab- 
sence of the local one. The truth of 
this statement is proved conclusively 
'>}' the fact that there was practically 
no market before the advent of the 
manufacturing and mercantile busi- 
ness in Newark on the present scale.

Had the men who fought for

The world's ablest statesmen and '?f Sovernment to protest nor should

Does 
it add to the comforts and happiness 
of the home? Does it make "better 
fathers and sons and brothers? Does 
it promote sobriety and public order? 


- If it does, then it would be not only 


detrimental but- ^positively criminal 
for any citizen-,having the well being 
of the county at .heart to vote for any 
measure to eliminate the saloon 
even to restrict its privileges.

jurists .have testified that the majoriy 
of all crimes are to be traced to its 
direct influence. 
The supreme court 


of one of our states declares it to be 
"the united testimony of judges, pris- 
on keepers, sheriffs and others engaged 
in the administration of criminal law 
that from four-fifths to nine-tenths of 
all crimes emerge from the saloon." 


Over 250,000 criminals are produced 


every year fby the 
saloons of 
our 


country. The dreadful ravages of the 
saloon have never been told, and nev- 
er will be until the stare grow cold 
and the books are opened and we 
stand in fhe presence of God. 


And yet 
this is the

w_ich.,at the present time is appeal- 
ing to the Christian citizens of this 
country for 
support.

grounds? What reason can, possibly be 
given for the existence and continu- 
ance of an. institution so persistently 
and incurably evil in its effects?
